A REPORT AND AN ANNOUNCEMENT 


The Louisiana Genealogical and Historical 
Society had over 300 members in 1956, Seventy- 
five per cent of these members were Louisianians, 
living in 39 of the state's 64 parishes, East Baton 
Rouge Parish continued to lead the state with 52 mem- 
bers. Ouachita Parish was a good second with 36, 
and Orleans-was third with 23,

Levi Barrow, Deceased. Reuben Barrow and 
Nehemiah Parish, grandfatherand step-father, were 
appointed, as wasdecided they were the most proper 
persons. Signed Dec. 1, 1817, in the presence of 
Joseph Foreman, Andrew Dunks, Reuben Barrow, 
Nehemiah Parish, John Tally, William Tally, and 
Enoch Tally. On this same day, Dec. 1, 1817, at 
the request of Mary Tally, late widow of Levi Barrow, 
deceased, and now the wife of Nehemiah Parish, 
James Ray and George King proceeded to the Bayou 
de Tortue in the aforesaid parish in order to make 
aninventory of the estate of Levi Barrow and appoint- 
ed James D. Reeves and John Tillman Jackson as 
appraisers, The property was inventoried and sold. 
There was no real estate. Among the purchasers 
listed was a SAMUEL BARBER. Was he a brother- 
in-law of the deceased Levi Barrow? Samuel 
Barber's wife was Elizabeth Barrow, daughter of 
Reuben and Jane Johnson Barrow. When and where 
did Fanny Barrow die and when and where did Reuben 
marry Jane? What became of the Parish family? 


Where was Levi buried? Does he have a marker on 
his grave? What was Fanny's maiden name? Did 
Levi's son, Aaron, become a doctor and marry 
Lucinda DeVore and later move to Texas?
